Hundreds of tillers of the soll in Phila-
delphia have Indorsed the proposed Green
Crosa. They belleve it will be a thoroughly
appropriate symbol for the big army of
garden and farm workers throughout the
country,

Although the suggestion for such an or-
ganigation was made by Mizs Helga Bar-
fod, of Merion, Just w few days ago, o
Inrge number of home gardeners already
have signifled thelr intention of joining
the army which will be composed of sol.
diers of the soil
